retractable inward. on the whole, the plane reminded source 
of the Fy-196, which is known to him.

be. Wings: 4 midvins monoplane, forward edze more swept back 
than rear edge, angles approximately as shown in sketch. Tips 
of wings cut off as shovm in sketch. surface comparatively 
narrow. No y-position. 
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*, @. Tall nit: levator unit atop rear end of fuselage, nozzle 
projecting a little at rear end. chape as in sketch. Elevator 
unit begins at about upper third. ulevator unit without dihedral, 
the other data rerardinge the tail unit were doudtful. Source 
believes that the forward edre was ctraight. snds eut off, shape 
of rear edge not recalled by source... 


d. Landing gear: cinele nosewheel at nose-end of fuselage, tyne 
of retraction device not known, -iain landing rear below the fuse- 
lage. source is of opinion that the landine cear had twin wheels. 
source, however, admits that what he saw in this respect mirht as 
well have been the covering sheets of the casing of the landing 
gear. He cormared the aspect of the front view of the gliding in 
plane to the talons of a bird of prey. aft of the lending gear, 
on either side of the fuselage, one could sea a darker spot. ith 
retracted landing gear these dark spots could not be observed. 


e. iuselage: Circular section of fuselare, long slender huli, 
Slenderer than with all the other tynes of planes seen up to then. 
e~ection forward of wings considerably shorter than fuselage section 
aft of wings. 


f. Cabin: Very flat, streamlined cabin, beginning about the height 
of the forward ears of the wing, short and rairing into the fuse~w 
Lage. 


&. armament: iio observations. 


ho special attachients: On the approach glide for landing source 
observed a remarkably large flap under each of the wings. Approx i-~ 
mate size as shown in sketch. aft of the flan on the underside of the 
wing was a sort of rectangular spot, which stood out from the re- 
maining surface by its darker hue. During the flight with retracted 
landing gear the underside of the surfaces was of silver color. 


source believes that the flaps were folded into the wings. Split 
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i. wsimensions: ua little longer than a single-engine fichter 
plans. j 


k. speed and figiae qualities: Very hirh speed. Noise made by 
plane when flying over observer was not heard until it had flown 
past, Large radil of turn. Steep climbines. 


1. Painting of planes: silver, no markings, Once a plane was 
seen painted bluish-erey with a star on the wings. 


m. ioise made by planes: Humming. 


n. iolse made on starting: First a low-pitched, rumbling and 
hard sound. It is fellowed by a uniform rising sound until it 
becomes a rerular singing, which is finally hardly perceptible. 
The starting noise was heard far away. 


Oo. special observations: source could see single nlanes taxiing 
on the airfield at a distance of about one km. nis impression 
was that the plane, which in itself was very low over the ground, 
was slightly inclined forward,
